Administration Report of the Kotah State 
for the Samvat Year 1993 u 

( October 1936 to September 1937. ) 

CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. 

The- area of the State including the 8 fiefs known as Kotris, is 5,684 
square miles and the population according to the Census of 1931 is 6,85,804 
consisting of 3,55,056 males and 3,30,748 females of which 6,39,416 
are Hindus, 47,068 Musalmans, 5,194 Jains, 9,223 Animists and 1,203 of 
other religions. The gross revenue of the State calculated on the average of 
the last five years is Rs. 50,33,970/-. A tribute of Rs. 2,34,720 is paid to the 
British Government. A sum of Rs. 14,739/14/9 (local Jaipur Coin) is 
paid as tribute through the State by the 8 Kotris which are tinder the 
suzerainty or administrative control of the Kotah Darbar and form part 
of the Kotah State. A sum of Rs. 866/12/- is received from Khilchipur 
State on account of “Huzzatwasul ” or “Karar Dad''' and a sum ofRs. 902/2/4 
on account of “ Tanka ” from the Rajgarh State. 

Hadas and Hadoti. 

Kotah is a Chauhan Hada State and occupies an important position 
in the Hadoti or Hadawati , the land of the Hadas. 

The Chauhans are one of the most illustrious of the 36 royal races of 
India, and among their 24 Shakhas ( branches ) the Hadas are the most 
important. They trace their descent from the Chauhans of Bambauda, who 
were an offshoot of the Imperial Chauhans of Ajmer. 'Rao Deica, one of 
the descendants of the Bambauda line ofi'ulers founded the town of Buncli 
in 1342 in the Bando { pass ) Nal. 

Kotah came into existence as a separate State about 1676 ( Vikram 
Era ) under Madho Singhji, the second son of Rao Ratan, of Bundi. 
Madho Singhji obtained this royal favour in return for the good services 
he had rendered in the campaign which forced the Imperial Prince (after- 
wards the Emperor Shah Jahan) to flee from Burhanpur. Bhim Singhji, 
the sixth ruler of Kotah, vdio reigned from Samvat 1764 to 1778, consider- 
ably extended the boundaries of the State and ivas the first chief who assumed 
the title of Maharao, with the rank of “ Punj Hazari ” conferred on him 
by the Delhi Emperor. He also obtained the orange coloured banner since 
then used as the State Standard. In the year 1817 A. D. in the time 
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of Maharao Umed Singhji I his famous minister, Zalim Singh, made the 
first treaty in Rajputana with the British Government on behalf of Kotah 
and succeeded in getting a supplementary article added to the said Treaty 
by which the administration of the State ivas to be vested in Zalim Singh 
and his hiers and successoi's as hereditary Deivans. When, however, 
Maharao Ram Singhji succeeded his uncle , Kishor Singhji, in A.D. 1828 , 
disputes arose between him and his then minister , ( Dewan ) Madan Singh, 
the grandson of Zalim Singh, and it teas in the year 1838 A. D. that the 
Government of India, seeing that arrangement of hereditary ministry ivas 
no more workable, decided to separate 17 districts from the Kotah State 
to be formed into a new principality, named Jhalawar ivhich was bestoioed 
on Raj Rana Madan Singh, his heirs and successors. 

The gwesciit Maharao Sahib Bahadur His Highness Lieutenant 
Colonel Sir Umed Singhji II G.C.S.L, G.C.I.E., G.B.E,, LL. D., who 
was born on the 15th September, 1873, and succeeded to the Gaddi 
by adoption , in the year 1889 A. D. on the death of Maharao Shri 
Shatrusalji is the Seventeenth Ruling Prince of his family and is in his 
64th year. On the death of his first wife, the eldest daughter of His 
Highness the Maharana Sahib of Udaipur , • the head of Shisodias , His 
Highness married the daughter of His Highness the Maharao Sahib of 
Kutch, of the Jarecha clan of Rajputs. She also died on the 17th July 
1933. During her life time His Highness was married to the present 
Maharani Sahiba, sister of the Thakur of Isarda, a Kaehhioaha Rajput 
of Jaipur. She is the mother of Maharaj Kumar Shri Bhim Singhji 
Sahib Bahadur, born on the 14th September 1909. 

Under the benign rule of His Highness the present ruler, the State 
has made considerable progress. In the year 1899, 15 out of the 17 
districts which had been separated to form the principality of Jhalawar 
were restored to Kotah. Roads and communications have vastly improved , ' 
and extended. The G. 1. P Railway Branch from Goona via. Baran 
joins at Kotah the Nagda-Muttra line of the B. B. & C. I, Railway. 
British coins and weights have been introduced. Postal unity was intro- 
duced with the Post Offices in British India. A revised Land Revenue 
Settlement has been made. All departments have been reorganised and 
strengthened. Dispensaries have been opened all over the State, and 
education has made and continues to moke satisfactory advancement. ' 
Among the numerous public buildings round about the city of Kotah, the 
Umed Bhuwan Palace, forms a striking adoration. Among other public 
works of special importance , are the Baj Bhaioan, Guest House, the 
Crosthwaite Institute, the Military lines, the Herbert College, the llaqhu- 
nath Hostel, the Power House and the Water Works outside the city wall, 
while within it arc the Wyllie Memorial, Her Highness Shri Maharani 
ji Sahiba s Girls School and the City Hospital in the Rampura Bazar , 
all having sprung up during the rule of the present Maharao Sahib 
Bahadur.

Revenue Department. 

22. Munsh'i Khazan Singhji, Revenue Commissioner held oharge 
of the department throughout the year, except for 26 days when he was 
out on leave, and Pandit Mukand Raoji, Superintendent of Customs, 
Excise and Forests acted for him, 
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23. Maharaja Amar Singbji acted as Assistant Revenue Commis- 
sioner in the Ladpura Division till the 11th May, 1937, except for one 
month and 27 days when Pandit Dhurjati Prasadji Sardaftar Mai 
officiated for him. On the 10th May, 1937 Pandit Duni Chandji, the 
permanent Assistant Revenue Commissioner reverted from his special 
duty and held oharge of the Division till the end of the ourrent year. 

24. Babu Shyam Swaroopji, Assistant Revenue Commissioner 
was in charge of the Baran Division from the beginning of the year till 
the 31st August, 1938 when he retired with a meritorious record of 
very loyal and successful service of 34 years. On his retirement 
Maharaja Amar Singbji was appointed Assistant Revenue Commissioner 
and posted at Baran where he worked till the end of the year. 

25. Munshi Hari Shankerji and Babu Ghanshyam Dasji held 
charge of the Divisions of Aklera and Sangod respectively, throughout 
the year. When Babu Ghanshyam Dasji went on a month’s leave 
Munshi Hari Shankerji in addition to his own duty carried the work of 
the Sangod Division as well. 

26. Munshi Har Swarup, Nazim retired' for considerations of 
health and Pandit Krishna Dattaji, Nazim was appointed Iiakim Punya. 

27. Asa result of the vacancies caused by the above changes and 
the retirement of Babu Shyam Swarupji, Pandit Dhuli Lai, Munshi 
Babu Ram and Babu Ulfat Rsi, Naib Nazims were appointed Nazims. 
Munshi Bhagvati Prasad, Babu Bal Chand b. a., L&. b. and Munshi 
Visheshwar Dayal were made Naib Nazims. 

28. The Revenue Commissioner was out on tour for 46 'days 
during which period he inspected the work of the Revenue, Customs, 
Excise and Forest Departments, as also of the Veterinary- Burgeons. 
The Assistant Revenue Commissioners of Baran, Aklera and Ladpura 
were out on tour for 145, 127 and 60 days respectively. The noting 
Assistant Revenue Commissioner of Ladpura was on leave for a long 
time and therefore muoh of the work of the division has fallen in arrears. 

29. The total area recorded in the cultivators’ Khatas under report, 
was 27,62,375 Bighas as against 27,44,036, in the preceding year. Of 
the total area held by the cultivators, 58,007 Bighas remained unplou* 
ghed and 22,676 Bighas remained unsown due to scarcity of rains. 

30. The area under Kharif crop was 13,69,447 Bighas or 48% of 
the total cultivated area showing an increase of 3,20,832 Bighas over 
the area of the preceding year, the increase being due to the periodical 
cessations of monsoon. The area under Rabi crop was 14,17,748 or 52% 
of the area under cultivation. About 80 thousand Bighas of land culti°- 
vated for Rabi crops remained unsown due to scarcity of rains. 
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31. The stoppage of poppy cultivation in the Hadoti and Jungle 
Divisions along w it h and its curtailment in the Malwa Division has hit 
the peasantry hard and has necessitated the encouragement and popula- 
rization of other paying crops. It is gratifying to note that as a result 
of the efforts of the Revenue Department, the area under sugar cane 
crop is steadily increasing. In Samvat 1990, the area was 1909 Bighas 
which in the year under report has come up to 9861 Bighas. 

32. From agricultural point of view, the year was a lean one. 
The Kharif crops were poor due to insufficient rainfall, and Rabi crops 
were further damaged by frost. Liberal remissions amounting to 
Rs. 3,25,065/-, were granted by the Dar bar to the affected areas particularly 
and to other areas generally. These remissions coupled with the rise in 
prices of agricultural products were a great relief to the peasants who, 
as the Revenue Commissioner reports, could now manage to save some- 
thing to live upon after paying off the land revenue and other dues.

34. The highest collection after the second settlement was 
Rs. 28,64,347 /- in the samvat year 1980, and the highest collection after 
the third settlement was Rs. 32,46,101/- in the samvat year 1987. The 
average collection during the last ten years after the second settlement 
was Rs. 26,11,976/- while collections of the 10 years between samvats 
84 and 93 average^ Rs. 28,95,119/-. The higher collections, inspite of 
liberal remissions, after the third settlement are an evidence of the 
soundness and excellence of its operations. 

35. The amount of Takavi outstanding at the close of the last 
year was Rs. 3,21,071/- and Rs. 97,050/- were advanced during the year 
under report which brought the total of Takavi to Rs, 4,18,121/-. Of 
this amount Rs. 1,44,059/- were realized during the year under report, 
leaving a balance of Rs 2,74,065/-. Of the amount advanced during 
the year 75% was for the purchase of bullocks and the rest for other 
agricultural purposes. 
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36. The number of Panohayats fell from 35 at the beginning of 
the year under report to 32 at its close. Out of 382 oases instituted, 
353 were disposed of. It is regrettable that the number of the Panoha- 
yats has been steadily falling and those existing are not much popular 
as is evident from the fact that the institution of cases therein is declin- 
ing, The Revenue Commissioner and the Sessions Judge should see to 
it and submit suggestions to make the institution a success. 

37. The total funds of the Panchayats at the beginning of the 
year under report were Rs. 16,665/6/6 to which Rs. ], 949/1/3, were 
added during the year which brought the total to Rs. 18,554/8/-. Of 
this amount Rs. 2,236/4/9, were spent with the sanction of the Mahakma 
Khas on works of public utility. 

38. The number of estates managed by the Court of Wards under 
the Revenue Department was 35 at the beginning of the year. In case 
of 12 out of these, the Court of Wards administration was withdrawn, 
while 7 new estates were put under it. Thus at the end of the year 
under report there were 30 estates under the Court of Wards. The 
draft law of the Court of Wards is being prepared by Pandit Duni 
Chandji which will be submitted to the Mahakma Khas for approval in 
due course. 

89. The six Veterinary Surgeons and ten Compounders posted at 
different places in the State treated 65,409 and castigated 5,238 cattle 
during the year under report. The total number of cattle in the State 
being as large as 11,79,996, the half a dozen Veterinary doctors are not 
sufficient to cope with cattle diseases, and, therefore, 4 young men are 
being trained for the purpose. The Revenue Commissioner reports 
that 2 or 3 more young men would be still necessary to cope with the. 
work, and the matter is receiving due consideration from the Govern- 
ment. 

40. To improve the breed of cattle, State has been supplying to 
the peasants bulls free of cost, and at present there are 23 such bulls 
in the districts. It is regrettable that people do not realize the impor- 
tance of the measure and take no proper care of the bulls thus supplied. 
Some signs of an improved breed are, however, visible and it is hoped 
that the soheme will bear tangible fruit in course of time. 

41. In the Nizamats of Khnnpur and Asnawar, attempts are 
being made to substitute * Charas ’ by ' Rabent ’ of the Panjab type 
which is decidedly a better and more economic contrivance of drawing 
water from a well than the ‘ Charas.’ Improved quality of seeds of sugar- 
cane, cotton and wheat are being tried at several places with sucoess 
and the Revenue Commissioner expects still great success in future. 
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42. Of the two preachers attached to the Revenue Department 
Pandit Ram Deo was out on tour for 211 days and Pandit Gopal Datta 
for 267 days. Besides looking after State temples, they drew the atten- 
tion of the peasants to improved methods of agriculture, better qualities 
of seed and manure and spirit of co-operation, etc. 

Oo-operative Societies. 

43. Babu Ghanshyam Dassji B. Ag., held the charge of the 
Department throughout the year, except for a month when his Assistant 
Babu Gajadhar Prasadji officiated for him. 

44. The strength ot the Supervising staff of the Societies under 
the Registrar consisted of one Assistant Registrar, 9 Inspectors and 4 
Sub-Inspectors and the work was carried on in the Nizamats of Ladpura, 
Digod, Autah, Baran, Kunjer, Ghechat, Sangod and Kan was. 

45. The number of days spent on tour by the Registrar and his 
subordinates is given below : — 

Registrar 71 days, Assistant Registrar 64 days, Inspector Ladpura 
96 days, Inspector Digod 181 days, Inspector Antah (East) 171 days, 
Inspector Sangod 102 days, Inspector Baran (North) 125 days, Inspec- 
tor Atru 129 days, Inspector Kunjer 98 days, Sub Inspector Khairabad. 
73 days, Sub-Inspector Cheehat 96 days, Sub-Inspector Antah (West) 
101 days, Sub-Inspeotor Kanwas 99 days. 

The Registrar reports that the time spent by the Assistant Regis- 
trar on tour was not sufficient and he has been, therefore, asked to devote 

* ' 

more time to it in future. 

46. The total expenditure of the Department for the year under 
report was Rs. 27,941/4/6 against the budget grant of Rs. 28,621/-. 

47. The number of Co-operative Societies (all of unlimited liability) 
at the close of the year under report was 410 as against 425 in the 
preceding year exclusive of 5 Seeds Societies, 2 State Servants Societies 
and one Society at Kunadi. The 410 Societies were distributed as 
below : 

Ladpura 33, Digod 36, Antah 64, Baran 72, Kunjer 82, Cheehat 
66, Sangod 30 and Kanwas 27. 

48. The number of members fell from 3,234 at the beginning of 
the year to 3,060 at its close. 

49. The total working capital of the Societies at the close of the 
year stood as Rs. 10,17,431/12/3 against Rs, 10,66,170/9/6 of the last 
year.

50. The decrease in the working oapital is reported to be due to 
the specially low rate of interest allowed to the members of the 
Societies. 

51. Out of Rs. 1,80,770/13/6 payable by the members to the 
Bohras as per claim settled by the Commission Rs. 15,485/11/- was 
realized and Rs. 36,545/2/9 was struck off on aocount of the debtors 
ceasing to be members. This has left Rs. 1,31,878/3/6 in balance. The 
main difficulty in realizing the debts, reports the Registrar, is the low 
prioes of the agricultural produots combined with the peasants’ ignorance 
of Boientifio methods of agriculture. 

52. The extent to which the Societies could advance loan to the 
members was fixed at ils. 4,56,7 14/- but the aotual amount whioh the 
members owed to the Societies at the olose of the year stood at 
Rs. 8,41,582/4/9 as per detail below : —

56. The total assets of the Societies thus amounted to Rs. 5,14,100/- 
against the liablities of the members amounting to Rs. 8,41,582/4/9. of 
which Rs. 1,25,U00/- are considered to be irrecoverable.

57. Of 219 registered oases and 785 executions of deorees against 
members of Societies 142 and 23 were disposed of respectively. The 
execution of deorees, reports the Registrar, is resorted to very (cautiously 
only in case of such defaulters who either dishonestly evade payment 
or misuse the facilities afforded by the Department. 

58. The Registrar reports that some Societies have managed to 
store grain and seed for use by their members. He dwells on the 
importance of good seeds and suggests legislation which may oompel the 
peasants to keep a necessary stock of good seed. If the Revenue 
Commissioner submits a feasible and workable scheme, the Darbar will 
give their consideration to it. 

59. Of the 4 1 0 Societies working, 9 are reported to be in an 
excellent condition, G9 in good condition, 292 in fair condition and 40 in 
bad, which does not disclose a satisfactory condition of things. 

60. The Kotah State Co-operative. Bank Ltd., five Societies of 
grain and seed, three Societies of State Employees and one Society of 
Thrift are of limited liability and all are doing well. The Registrar 
suggests that the scope of suoh Societies should be widened. 



6l. Forwarding the dr*aftrthe Revenue Commissioner draws atteh- 
tion to the heavy indebtedness of the majority of Societies and remarks 
that the unsatisfactory condition of things needs to be remedied. 


From the Registrar’s report it would appear that every thing is 
all right, but in fact the administration of the department is far from 
satisfactory.

CHAPTER 1 1 1. 

Legislation. 

62. The administration of civil and oriminal justioe in the State 
is guided generally by the spirit of the law in force in British India, 
but certain special laws have been enacted in the State mutatis mutandis. 

63. A list of the State laws in force during the year is given in 
Appendix II. 

Military Department. 

64. Colonel Thakur Pirthi Singhji held oharge as General Offioer, 
Commanding Kotah State Forces throughout the year. The troops 
whioh the Kotah Darbar may maintain is limited to 15,000 men of all 
description but the average number borne on the rolls of the Army 
throughout the year has been as shown below : —

65. The State having joined the State Forces Scheme, it is pro- 
posed to raise on e Squadron Cavalry aud complete 1st. Umed Infantry 
to full Active Battalion Z 'v3trength.'' 

Police Department. 

66. Babu Ramdasji Baijal held oharge of the Department through- 
out the year. 

He was out in camp for 120 days and inspected all the Police 
stations, Offices of the three Superintendents and Court Inspectors, 
the Police Lines of Baran and Aklera, and 26 outposts in Division 
Ladpura, and 20 each in the divisions of Aklera and Baran. The 
Inspector General of Police reports that except in a case or two the 
work of the Police Stations was satisfactory. 

67. Political Activities There was no political activity in the 
State worth mention. An organization styling itself as a Congress 
Committee with Nainu Ram Sharma village Nimana as President and 
Nntlmlal Jain, a student, as Secretary was formed, it is said, with high 
sounding aims and objects but it could not gain any popularity. Its 
activities were conBned only to a few poorly attended meetings. 



68. Communal feelings were stirred on the occasion of the 
Muharram at a few places e. g. Moi Kalan, Siswali and Baran but 
timely action taken by the authorities prevented it from developing into 
any trouble. 

69. At Kaithun the muslim population split up into two parties 
as a result of the local Qazi’s ruling that marriage with one’s aunt was 
permissible by the Shariat, The Qazi of Kotah tried to bring about a 
reconcilement but with no success, and trouble was apprehended on 
Id and Bakar-Id. The Superintendent of Police was, therefore, deputed 
to be present at Kaithun on these occasions and the festivals passed off 
peacefully. 

70. The organization known as Kotah Praja Maudal is managing 
to keep up a show with Nainu Ram Sharma and Tansukh Lai Mittal 
as its only enthusiastic members. At its meeting held on Dashehra 
last, it was resolved that Tansukh Lai Mittal be deputed to increase its 
members and extend its field of activity. 

71. Contrary to tradition the Kotri Indergarh decided to hold a 
fair on corresponding dates to compete with the “Kawalji fair” annually 
held within the boundry of Balwan Kotri. Naturally, the feelings 
between the two Kotris were embittered and a breach of peace was feared. 
The Inspector General of Police was, therefore, deputed to proceed to 
the scene and do the needfull. He succeeded in persuading the Thikanas 
to modify their attitude and in future under orders of Mahakma Khas 
the two fairs will be held one after the other, it is hoped, peacefully, 

72. Sports:— The Police sports were held on the 6th. October, 1937 
and His Highness accompanied by Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib 
and Shri Bhanwar Sahib, graced the occassion. Shri Maharaj Kumar. 
Sahib was pleased to award a shield to the winners in the Tug-of-War. 

73. First Aid to the Injtired: — Lectures in First Aid to the Injur- 
ed were arranged in the Police Lines and 17 persons joined the class, of 
whom 11 have passed the examination. At present there are 117 persons 
in the Police Force who are qualified to render First Aid to the Injured. 

74. Police Training School : — Pandit Visbnudatta Sharma 
m. A., Lli. b. worked as law instructor throughout the year. Of 4 Pro- 
bationer Sub-1 nspeotors who sat for the Examination 3 passed and 1 
failed. In the lower class there were 16 cadets. Of these 3 were 
expelled — 2 for unfitness and 1 for using unfair means in the Examina- 
tion. Of the remaining 13, 9 passed and 4 got plucked. At present 
there are two cadets in the Upper class, Babu Jawahar Lai and 
Mr. Rameshwar Prasad. 
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75, Out-posls : — The out-post at Nanta being no longer nebess&fy 
beoause the Kanjars have been removed from Barundhan to Ramnagar* 
it was removed to the border. Its strength consists of 1 Lance Head 
Constable and 7 constables. The out-posts at Burj and Neem-ki-Ghati 
and Kalakot and Lhus have been abolished while the out-posts of 
Girdharpura and Eoiipura have been strengthened by the addition of a 
Head Constable, 1 Lance Head Constable and 12 Constables respectively. 
The out-posts of Narayanpura has also been removed to Khura. 

76, Chanda Fund : — The total deposits on 30th. September, 1937 
were Rs. 26,135/8/9 in the Officers Chanda Fund and Rs. 1,32,212/9/9 
in the Kat Zamanat Fund. 

77, Details of Crimes ’. — This year 1,343 cognizable offences were 
registered as against 1,554 during the last year. Out of these 153 
offences proved false by investigation and were expunged. The follow-

The figures of crime came down to normal because the year under 
report was not one of scarcity like the preceding year. 

78. Dacoities : — There were 3 dacoities during the year under 
report as against 9 in the preceding year and the total loss of property 
was 4,784/8/6 of which property worth Rs. 662/13/3 only was recovered. 
Of these dacoities two were committed in the Baran division and the 
one in Aklera. 

Of the 11 accused in the Gannakheri (Shahabad) daooity committed 
this year 1 has been convicted, 1 acquitted while against the remaining 9, 

action under Sec, 512 Cr. P. C. ha-ve-been taken. 

L-o-s? 

79. The second dacoity of the year committed at Agar (Shahabad) 
is under investigation. Of the 10 or 11 persons involved in the Kohni 
(Chhipabarod) dacoity Mangia has been arrested in the Gwalior State 
and extradited to this State. Mangia Mina who is also connected with 
other dacoities committed during the preceding year has now been 
arrested at village Khyavda (Gwalior). 

80. The accused in the dacoity cases of Kishanpura, Narayan* 
khera and Agar, committed last year have been arrested in Tonk - ^ and 
Gwalior but they have not yet been surrendered and the Inspector 
General of Police reports that the States concerned are often reluctant 
in permitting extradition, which is not conducive to the suppression of 
crime. 


81. Robbery : — 16 caseB under this head were reported this year 
as against 20 during the previous year. Of these 8 were ohallaned, 4 
resulted in conviction, and 4 are pending. For want of evidence final 
reports were submitted in 2 cases, and 6 remained untraced. The 
number of accused challaned was 13, of whom 5 were convicted, and 8 
are yet under trial. 

, 82. Murder:— The number of murders reported during the year 
was 5 as against 6 during the preceding year. Only three were ohallaned 
of which one resulted in conviction and the remaining two were aoquitted 
or discharged. 

83. Culpable Homicide not amounting to Murder : — In this year 4 
oases were reported as against 7 of last year. All the four were challan- 
ed. Of which two have resulted iu conviotion and two are pending. , 
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84 Attempt to Murder : — This year there were 5 oases of attempt 
to murder as against 1 in the preceding year. Of these 3 were ohalianed 
and final report was submitted in the remaining two,

85. Cattle theft : — 18/5 cases of cattle theft as against 202 of the 
lust year were registered during the year. Of these 5.4 were ohalianed, 
110 remained uutraoed, final report was submitted in 10, and 9 
were expunged as false. 906 cattle valued at Rs. 15,096/2/9 as against 
1,223 cattle valued at Ks. 18,407/5/6 last year were lifted this 
year. Of these 340 oattle valued at Rs, 10,820/- have been recovered. 


86. Theft and House-breaking : — During the year under review, 
the number of oases reported under this head was 529 as against 725 
of the previous year. Of these 202 cases were challaned and final report 
was submitted in 303 oases. No investigation was undertaken in 24 
cases at the instance of the oomplainant. 

87. The total number of accused ohalianed was 308 of whom 188 
were convicted, 95 were acquitted and 25 are under trial. 5 cases were 
dealt with under Section 512 Cr. P, C. 


88. The total property stolen in all the above oases was valued at 
IIb. 25,835/13/- of which property worth Rs. 7,614/14/3 only has been 
recovered, whioh is not creditable. 


S9. Escape from Custody : — 7 cases as against 8 of last year were 
registered under this head. Of these 6 cases were ohalianed out of whioh 
5 resulted in conviction and 1 in acquittal or discharge. The remain- 
ing one case was dealt with under Sec. "5 12, Cr. P. C.

97. False cases : — This year 23 cases as against 11 during the last 
year were instituted under Sec. 182 I. P. C. Of these, 5 resulted in 
conviction, 2 in failure, one was dealt with under Sec, 562 Cr. P. C, 
and 12 are pending trial. 

98. Comparative work of the Superintendents Mtmshi Bashir- 
Uddin ji remained in charge of the Sadar division from 1/10/36 to 
30/12/36 and from 31/12/36 to 8/3/37 Pandit Bhagwati Prasad ji held 
charge of the Sadar division when Munshi Bashir Uddin ji was on 
leave.

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120. Registration: — 580 documents of the value of Rs. 3,18,786/M/S 
as against 726 during the previous year were presented for registration 
and all were registered. The registration fee realized was Rs, 4,883/5/- 
and showed a decrease of Rs. 1,121/3/-. 

121. Extradition : — 41 persons were extradited from this State 
to British India and the bordering States while 66 were received from 
there. 

122. As shown in appendix XXXIII there was a decrease of 298 
in the number of births and an increase of 2,508 in the number of deaths 
as compared with previous year. 

123. Panchayat Courts : — 11 civil cases were disposed of. Deci- 
sions of the Panchayat Courts in 8 cases were reversed, in 1 modified, 
and in 2 otherwise disposed of. Of the 9 criminal oases, decisions in 2 
cases were reversed and in 2 modified. 

124. The Judicial Officer including the Nazims are reported to 
have done well. 

Prisons. 

125. The number of prisoners confined in the Central Jail at the 
beginning of the year was 348. With 806 admissions, one death and 
819 releases during the year, the number present at the close of the 
year was 334. The daily average of prisoners was 342.50 as against 
346.74 in the preceding year. 

126. The discipline among the prisoners was satisfactory and 
reputation of Jail Industry was well maintained and the profits accrued 
therefrom during the year came up to Rs, 6,000/- as L against 6,250/- in 
the preceding year. The Central Jail was visited by the Political 
Agent, Eastern Rajputana States, Bharatpur, and the Secretary to the 
Hon’ble the Resident in Rajputana and Members, Mahakma Khas. 

127. The vagetables grown in the garden attached to the Jail 
yielded an income of Rs, 1,173/10/3 during the year showing an increase 
of Rs. 209/3/3 over the income of the preceding year. 

128. 26 prisoners were released on the auspicious occasion of His 
Highness’ birth-day and 14 on that of Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib. 
The Jail staff worked satisfactorily well and the Sessions Judge wants 
to make a particular mention of Pandit Jai Shankar, Mirza Sharatat- 
ulla Beg and Babu Ghanshyam Lai, 

Kotah Municipality. 

129. Munshi Premsukhji was Chairman of the Municipal Board 
throughout the year under report. 
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1 So. In all 12 meetings were held, four special and eight ordinary, 
of which three had to be adjourned for want of quorum.

132. The income and expenditure during the year under report 
were Rs. 75,495/- and Rs. 72,329/- respectively as agaiust Rs. 73,268/- 
and Rs. 58,595/- in the previous year. The closing balance at the end 
of the year was Rs. 1,30,792/-. 

133. To improve the sanitation of the oity 7 latrines and 40 house 
drains were repaired and 151 sites cleared by the Municipality at the 
owner’s cost. 2 dilipidated houses were cleared of refuse, 6 night soil 
and 10 rubbish carts locally made were purchased, and at 15 places 
Kharnnjas and drains were constructed. Four sets of public latrines 
were constructed at different plaoes, and a dam was erected at Ladpura. 
The construction of the Municipal office was completed and the office 
shifted to the new building. 

134. For protecting articles of food from infection by flies certain 
by-laws were sanctioned by Mahakma Khas. 

135. The Public Library and the Jain Library get annual grants 
of Rs. 400/- and 75/- respectively from the Municipal Board. 
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1 36. The committee was also in charge of the Orphanage whioh 
sheltered 20 persons out of which 2 were men, 11 boys, 3 women and 4 
girls. 

137. This year Municipal administration was far from satisfactory. 
It is regrettable to note that the representatives of the people failed to 
do their duty satisfactorily and there was lack of oo- operation among 
the Municipal officers, as a result of whioh the public had genuine causes 
of complaint. 


Baran Municipality. 

138. Babu Jagdish Sahai District Magistrate, Baran, the Official 
Vice-President conducted the municipal administration under the general 
control of Mahakma Khas and was assisted by a Board of eighteen 
members. 

139. During the year under report 21 meetings of the board were 
convened, of which four had to be adjourned for want of quorum. 

140. Out of 613 cases whioh inolude last year’s balance of 219 
oases, 347 were disposed of, leaving a balanoe of 266. 

141. The total receipts of the Municipality from all sources was 
Rs 17,906/6/3 and the actual expenditure amounted to Rs. 6,546/13/-, 

142. The sanitary and street lighting arrangements were satisfac- 
tory. 

Aklera Municipality. 

143. This Municipal Committee is yet in its infancy and the 
administration is run under the supervision of the District Magistrate 
assisted by a board of mostly nominated members. 

144. The total reoeipts from all souroes during the year under 
report was Rs. 1,957/2/-. A grant of Rs. 500/- was sanctioned to meet 
the growing expenditure which amounted to Rs. 2,284/0/9. Thus there 
was a balanoe of Rs. 4,496/- at the close of the year. 
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' CHAPTER IV. 

Production and Distribution. 

Weather and Crop. 

145. The monsoon .set in during the second week of June. There 
was general rainfall all over die Nizamats for about a fortnight and then 
a welcome interval after which the rains were again sufficient through- 
out the State, But at the end of the season they were deficient in the 
western and nothern parts of the State, Due to rainfall in the 
southern portion of the State during the month of November, the Juar 
crop was damaged to some extent. The maximum and minimum rain- 
fall were 50"*84 cents at Aklera and 30"-49 cents at Sultanpur. The Rabi 
crops suffered from frost during the 1st, 2nd and 3rd weeks of January 
and also from hailstorm in Nizamat Skahabad, 2 men were struck by 
lightning in Nizamat Mangrol on the 26th of July, 1937. On the 
whole the crops were poor due to deficiency of rain. The Darbar were 
pleased to grant remissions to the extent of Rs.. 3,25,065/- in land tax, 
or about 10% of the total demand and a sum of Rs, 97,050/- was advan- 
ced as tacoavi. 

146. Cultivation of poppy in the. Hadoti division has been com- 
pletely slopped by order and in. the Malwa division it has been further 
reduced. The cultivators, hit hard by the measure, were given necessary 
facilities and concessions to increase the cultivation of sugar-cane. This 
has resulted in swelling the area under sugar-cane cultivation from 6,540 
bighas in the last year to 9,861 bigkas during the year under report. 

147. There were 6,031 deaths among oattle of whioh 4,843 were 
due to rinderpest. Fodder was quite sufficient to meet the demand 
but scarcity of water due to shortage of rains was felt 'in some parts. 
There was no epidemic this year among men. 

Public Works Department. 

148. Mr, * G, M. Parekh, b. e., m. b. San, i., m. Inst, h, e, held 
charge of the department throughout the year. 

149. On the retirement of Babu Ratanlal, Assistant Engineer, 
Babu Shamsul Rehman, Supervisor Bund Works, was appointed as 
Assistant Engineer in his place on trial for one year from the 20th 
February, 1937 and on the post so vacated Pandit Nathulal Tejpal was 
appointed from the same date as Irrigation Engineer in charge of works 
concerning Bunds, Irrigation tanks and canals, Babu Murlidhar 
worked as accountant of the department upto the 18th January, 1937 
and thereafter Babu Narsingh Bhan was appointed on this post. 
Babu Ralaram, City Overseer was also made to retire. 
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-50. The existing three Sub-Divisions City, North and South 
were amalgamated and reconstituted as North, South and Irrigation so 
as to distribute the work equitably among the three Assistant 
Engineers,

158. Pandit Anaudilal continued to hold charge of the Water 
Works aud the Bleotrio plant throughout the year. 


Electric Energy.

159. 12,70,805 as against 12,29,860 units of electric energy were 

generated during the year at a cost of Rs. 98,091/-. Of these 11,09,682 
units were accounted for. The average oost per unit at the Power 
House came to 0.91 annas and of general distribution 1,41 as compared 
with .94 and 1.56 during the last year. Of the 11,09,632 units accoun- 
ted for, 41,928 were consumed by street lamps and the distribution of 
remaining units yielded a revenue of Rs. 1,53,503 /- as shown in the 
statement noted below ; —

160. 85 new consumers of electric energy were added to the list. 
Of theBe 3 belong to the State and the remaining 82 are from the 
publio as compared with 6 and 17 respectively during last year. 


Filtered Water Supply. 

161. The pump worked for 6,560.47 hours and supplied 27,26,81,318 
gallons of water to the city and its suburbs, The total expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 57,084 /- giving average distribution oost of 3.35 annas 
per hundred gallons as oompared with 3.76 annas during the last year. 


162. Out of the total supply 27,26,31,318 gallons of water only 
4,87,40,775 gallons were metered which yielded a revenue of Rs. 17,869/* 
as against Rs. 15,241/ of the previous year. Rs. 565/- were received 
for water used for the construction of buildings. This brings the total 
revenue from water supply to Rs. 18,434/- as oompared with Rs 16,086/- 
during the previous year. The balance of 22,38,90,543 gallons was a 
free supply to the publio through the stand posts, cattle troughs etc, 
and also to palaces at Garb, Umed Bhawan and their out-houses which 
oost Rs, 38,650 /- as compared with Rs. 47,642/- of the last year. 


163 During the year, 72 new consumers increased but of these 
8 pertain to the State and the remaining 64 are from the publio. 


164. The average maximum consumption of water in the summer 
was 10,35,278 gallons as against 9,77,822 gallons per day in the 
previous year. 


Unfiltered Supply. 

165. The pump at Kherli-well worked for 2,336 hours and supplied 
11,21,28,000 gallons of unfiltered water free of charge to the gardens in 
the compound of XJrned Bhawan Palace and the gardens attached to 
the civil lines bungalows at a oost of Rs, 26,482/-. 
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i6'6. This is the first year after the inaguration of the Eleetfic 
Supply scheme in which the management has shown a profit of 
Rs. 12,782/6/3 against a loss of Rs. 7,158/4/6 in the previous year for 
which the State Engineer gives credit to the present Electrical 

Eugineer. 

167. The Stale Engineer appreciates the work of his executive and 
clerical staff and specially the new entrants in service who are reported 
to have worked well in spite of ohanges and arrears. 


Forests. 

168. The total income from the State forests amounted to 
Rs. 1,42,081/5/- i e., Ks. 5,769/4/9 less than that of the previous year. 
This inappreciable deficiency was due to decreased income from the 
manufacture of oatechu and short collections in the amount of oontract 
of grazing sheep and goats. 


169. Out of Rs. 30,232/2/- for whioh contracts for certain forest 
products were given a sum of Rs. 268/10/- could not be realised. 


170. The previous arrears at the commencement of the year were 
Es. 3,795/9/9, out of which Rs. 250/l/» only could be collected leaving 
an outstanding balance of Rs, 3,545/8/9. 

171. 145 fire-lines, 247 miles long and varying from 20 to 75 feet 
in width were out at a total cost of Rs. 926/11/6. 


172. Fire broke out at 75 places devastating grass and wood 
within an area of about 711 square miles and resulting in a loss of 
Rs. 3,248/- to the forest revenues. Increase in the number of such 
incidents is due to the growing habit of smoking among the public and 
inspite of vigilance of the Department the villagers escape in the forest 
with Biries and initiate conflagrations through their carelessness. 


173. A remission of Rs. 451/4/6, on acoouut of thatohing wood 
(Eabara) and Rs, 10/15/- on account of grazing dues, was granted during 
the year under report. 


174. The income from the manufacture of catechu during the year 
was Rs. 16,681/0/6 or Rs. 4,535/13/9 less than that of the last year and 
Rs. 1,228/6/- were received as royalty on Ranker as against Rs. 1,588/12/- 
of the previous year. 



Quarries. 


175. The income from the State quarries which are all leased ottt 
oti contract, was Rs. 1,70,382/8/9 as compared with Rs. 1,81,187/13/3 
during the previous year. 

176. The main reason for the decrease of Rs. 10,805/4/6 is that a 
substantial sum on account of past arrears was realized during the 
preceding year. After a deduction of Rs. 7,859/5/3, on account of the 
expenses of the Department the net income comes to Rs. 1,62,523/3/6. 

Bagar Ghas, 

177. The stock of grass in the State at the commencement of 
the year was 8,559 maunds and 16 seers. During the year under report 
1,59,631 maunds and 1 \ seers of grass of the value of Rs. 30,323/6/- was 
purchased. Out of this 1,49,918 maunds and 21 seers of grass was sold 
off yielding a receipt of Rs. 34,265 /- and 3,421 maunds and 22 seers of 
grass was written off leaving a balance of 14,850 maunds and 30^ seers 
of valueless grass, giving thereby a net profit of Rs. 3,933/3/9, in 
kind and Rs. 21/14/3 in cash.

1^8. Rabu Chiinnilal ji T. Shukla continued to hold the post of 
the Controller of Aooounts throughout the year. As will appear from 
the following figures, although the actual Land Revenue receipts viz. 
Rs. 29,50,763/- did not amount to the anticipated realization of 
Ks. 30,00,000/-, the framing of a cautious budget oombined with 
vigilance on the part of the Controller of Accounts resulted ( leaving 
out the unforeseen expenses ) in an unexpected surplus. 


179. The total reoeipts during the year oame to Rs. 51,97,904/-, 
as against the estimate of Es. 48,25,710/-. The aotual expenditure was 
Rs. 52,85,553/- whioh exceeds the estimate by Rs. 5,57,792/- and is 
mainly due to certain expenditures on unexpected and development works,

articles since about two years due to prevalence of low rates in the 
foreign market, coupled with an increase in the scheduled rates on grain 
exports, accounts for increase under the head Customs. The State 
Railway brought a reoord net profit of nearly 4 ^% during this year 
amounting to Rs. 90,096/-. Ihe increase under the head, ‘refund’ is due 


to a refund of Rs, 1,02,0x5/- received from the Government regarding 
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the State contribution of Rs. 2,00,000/- on account of the Deoli Mina 
Corps. 

182. Due to insufficient and unfavourable rains the TCharif crops 
all over the State suffered a good deal, and consequently a sum of 
Rs. 3,41,90 7/- was remitted most of which was allowed in connection 
with the Kharif Harvest. 

183. The ordinary expenditure of the State was kept well within 
the estimated bounds. Had it not been for the large increase under 
miscellaneous expenditure incurred mainly for the recoupment of His 
Highness s health after serious illness and purchase of the Sarola Kothi 
in Nayapura, the total expenditure would hava been lowered to a great 
extent. 

Budget Estimates. 

184. The next year’s income has been estimated at Rs. 50,15,710/- 
i. e., Rs. 1,90,000/- more than that of the last year, and the expenditure 
budgetted for Rs. 49,89,913/- which includes a sum of Rs. 50,000/- for 
development works in the State. 

Customs & Excise. 

185. Pandit Mukand Rao ji held the post of Superintendent, 
Customs, Excise and Forests up to the 3 1st August, 1937 when he was 
retired after very loyal and honest servioes of 37 years. Babu Kaushal 
Kishore ji b. a., Secretary, Mahakma Khas, was appointed in the 
vacancy so caused from the 1st September 1937. 

186. The total Customs receipts { inclusive of mapa ) during the 
year amounted to Rs. 8,21,732/6/- which show an increase of 
Rs. 1,83,477/0/6 as compared with Rs. 6,38,255/5/6 of the preceding 
year. This inorease was due mainly to the rise of prices in foreign 
markets and consequent larger export of food grains, oilseeds, cotton 
and Kirana. Similarly increased imports of foreign commodities such 
as Sugar, Metals, Kerosine oil, Rice, Gur and Cotton yarn have also 
contributed towards this improvement. 

187. The commodities which showed appreciable variations in 
export and import are noted below : —

190. The revenue From imports rose from Rs. 2,53,569/4/* during 
the last year to Rs. 3,49,988/4/6 and those from exports from 
Rs 3,67,528/- to Rs. 4,49,787/0/6, respectively.

192. Income from the five old and two newly started cattle fairs 
in the State during this year was Rs, 6,854/7/8 as against Rs. 5,147/11/3 
of the last year showing an increase of Rs, 1,706/1 2/6. In all 28,006 
oattle changed hands for Rs. 418504/0/6 yielding a revenue ( mapa ) of 
Rs 5,784/2/3 to the State. Besides a sum of Rs. 1,070/5/6 was realised 
as mapa duty on other articles in these fairs. 

193. 1,443 oattle of the value of Rs. 15,934/11/- in the Khairabad. 
cattle fair and 1,798 cattle valued at Rs. 32,740 /- in the Suket fair, were 
sold free of mapa duty resulting in a remission of Rs. 248/15/6 and 
511/9/- respectively. 

194. Seven Grinniug factories and one cotton press worked during 
the year. The amount of royalty realised from these factories was 
Rs. 1,299/4/3 ( inclusive of Rs. 39/13/- arrears of the past year) as 
compared with Rs, 945/0/6 during the previous year and the quantity 
of cotton ginned was 20,787 maunds 12 seers and 2 chhataks. 4,994 
bales were pressed at the Ramganj Mandi Cotton Press and Rs. 4,370/- 
were recovered as royalty therefrom which includes a record sum of 
Rs. 500/- realized on account of 2,414 bales at the rate of 0/12/0 per 
bale received for pressing from outside the State. 

195. There are three Mandis in the State, namely Baran, Bhim 
ganj and Ramganj. Of these Baran does not enjoy any concession. 
The remaining two Mandis (at Kotah Junction known as Bhimganj 
and Ramganj mandi ) are except as regards tobacco, biri, cigarettes, and 
matches, exempted from the levy of usual import duty within their limits. 

196. The income of the two Customs out-posts at Ramo-ani Mandi 
amounted to Rs. 2,26,297/14/- of which Rs. 47,538/4/6 was remitted. 
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During the last year these figures were Rs. 1,38,104/9/3 and 27,054/i 1 /3 
respectively. This shows an increase of Rs, 88,193/4/9 in the receipts 
and consequent excess of Rs. 20,483/9/3 in remissions as compared with 
those during the previous year. 

197. A refund of Rs, 1,252/3/3, on customs duty and of Rs. 1,330/- 
regarding opium duty was allowed in cash. A remission of 25% 
amounting to Rs. 2,049/10/3 was granted to Nizamat Shahabad and of 
Rs. 4, 486/0/9 regarding goods imported by merchants of Kotah regarding 
City during the Dashera fair. 

198., Exemption granted on goods imported by certain State - 
departments and privileged individuals amounted to Rs. 10,796/12/3 as 
compared with Rs. 7,013/11/3 during the preceding year. 

Escise. 

199. The excise receipts for the year under report amounted tb 
Rs. 1,60,492/11/3 showing an inorease of Rs. 14,743/5/6 as compared 
with Rs. 1,45.742/14/3 during the previous year. The comparative

The sum of license fees also includes income from contracts in 
Nizamat Shahabad where the Madras system is not in vogue. 

200. Mr. Rustamji Cowasji Anklesaria continued to hold the 
contract for the supply of liquor which has been leased out to him for 
seven years at the rate of Rs. 1/3/- per gallon L, P. This was the 
second year of the lease. Another contract for one year has also been 
given to the same man for the distillation and supply of liquor prepared 
from “Gur” and from a set-mixture for sale at the rate of Rs. 1/7/- and 
Rs. I/ll/- per gallon respectively at the Kotah and Baran godowns. 

201. The charges recovered from the contractor for wear and tear 
of the distillery plant at Atru at the rate of one anna per gallon amoun- 
ted to Rs. 1,625/5/6 i. e. Rs 175/11/3 more than that realised last year, 
which was due to increased consumption of liquor. 
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202. The stock of liquor at the five warehouses in the State at 
the commencement of the year was 2,049.1 gallons L. P. During the 
year 25,957.3 gallons L. P. of liquor (after deducting 347.2 gallons for 
shrinkage in transit ) was supplied to the various Warehouses from the 
Atru Distillery. 

203. Out of this total of 28,006.4 gallons 24,459.4 gallons of liquor 
was sold off, 531.5 gallons wasted and 3,015,5 gallons left in stook at the 
close of the year. The incidence of consumption on percent of popula- 
tion works out at 4 gallons L. P. instead of 3.6 gallons during the 
previous year. 

204. The incidence of cost per gallon L. P, of liquor sold comes to 
Rs, 6/9/- as compared with Rs 6/12/6 in the preceding year and that 
of consumption per head of population works out at Rs, 0/3/9. 

205. 784.8 gallons of liquor was supplied to the Jagirdars of the 
State at concession rates as compared with 791'2 gallons during the 
last year. 

206. The number of excise shops in the State was 136 the same 
as that of the last year. Out of these 14 were low-duty shops. 


Opium. 


207. The total receipts under this head amounted to Rs. 37,324/3/3 
as oompared with Rs. 57,950/13/9 in the previous year, the decrease of 
Rs. 20,626/10/6 being due to the fact that the departmental profits have 
been separately accounted for. The details of the inoome under this

208. The number of retail shops at the close of the year (including 
12 shops in the Jagir area) was 108 or the same as that of the last year. 


209. The total actual quantity of upium available for sale at the 
beginning of the year was 23 maunds 21 seers £ chhataks and 3^ tolas. 
During the year 35 maunds of opium was purchased from the produce 
of Samvat 1991 for local consumption. Of this 43 maunds 38 seers 
6b chhataks and 3 tolas was sold ( including the quantity which 
deteriorated in weight) leaving a balance of 14 maunds 22 seers 8£ 
chhataks and 3 tolas at ths close of the year. 
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210. The cultivation of opium was carried on ( as it was done 
during the last year ) in 8 Nizamats only over a Khalsa area of 7,371 
Bighas and 19 Biswas excluding 671 Bighas and 13 Biswas in Jagir 
Area in the same Nizamats. 

211. 6,678 lioenses for the cultivation of opium were issued in 
Khalsa and 610 in Jasrir area. 

212 . The average yield of opium juice per Bigha during the year 
in the Khalsa area was 5 seers and 13 chhataks and that in the Jagir 
area was 6 seers and l£ chhataks. This shows an increase of 6f and 
6| chhataks per Bigha respectively as compared with similar figures of 
the last year. 

213. 1,149 maunds 9 seers and 5 chhataks of opium was exported 
during the year which includes 300 maunds of biscuit opium manu- 
factured by the State Factory from the produce of Samvat year 1991 
and was purchased by the Jodhpur State. During the last year 1,395 
maunds 36 seers and 13 chhataks of opium was exported of which 30 
maunds was reoeived back. 


2.14. The quantity of opium including Hath belonging to Whole- 
sale dealers in stock in the Raj-godown at the beginning of the year 
was 3,996 uiaunds 27 seers chhataks, while that at the close was 2,866 
maunds 28 seers 14-1,- chhataks. Besides this, at the commencement of 
the year under report 1 2,071 bags of opium weighing ( including Kath ) 
1,904 maunds 38 seers and 3 chhataks were in stock while at the close of 
the year it consisted of 9,344 bags each weighing 6 seers and 5 chhataks. 


215. Like the last year, this year too, raw produce in the form of 
opium juice weighing 1,167 maunds 22 seers and 7^ ohbataks was 
purchased at the rate of 5 /• to 6/- per seer according to assessment by 
the members of the Purchase Committee and brought to Kotab Under 
usual Police-escort and stored in the State Godown. The work of 
manufacture was carried on in both the godowns which are guarded by 
the Police. 


216. The net quantity of opium that was deposited in the manu- 
facturing godown after makiug an allowance of 16 maunds 13 chhataks 
for shrinkage iu transit was 1,151 maunds 21 seers and 10£ chhataks. 
The total quantity manufactured during the year was 1,149 maunds 18 
seers 111,- chhataks and tolas which includes 4 maunds 14 seers / 
chhataks of opium of pending cases. -6 maunds 21 seers 2 chhataks of 
opium juice shrank in the godown before its manufacture could be 
T med in the faotory. 
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202. The stock of liquor at the five warehouses in the State at

Hemp DrugA 

218, The number of the retail shops of hemp drugs in the ' State 
during the year under report was 56 and the license-fee realized amoun- 
ted to Rs 5,783/- as against Rs. 6,091/9/- in the previous year. The 
former amount includes a sum of Rs. 30/- oolleoted as arrears of the 
previous year. 

219, The stook of Ganja at the commencement of the year was 
31 maunds and 27£ seers. 34 maunds 31 seers and 10 chhataks Ganja 
was purchased during the year from the produce of Nizamat Shahabad. 
Out of this total of 66 maunds 19 seers and 2 chhataks, 30 maunds 
36^ seers was sold off leaving a balance of 29 maunds 7 seers and 6|- 
chhataks, at the end of the year after making allowance for shrinkage eto. 

220, The total quantity of Bhang in stock at the beginning of 

the year was 4 maunds 19 seers and 13 chhataks. 22 maunds of Bhang 
•was imported from Sanawad and 19 maunds 28£ seers ( produced in 
Nizamat Shahabad ) was purehesed during the year thus bringing the 
total to 46 maunds 8 seers and 1 ohhatak. Out of this 33 maunds and 
19|- seers was sold off during the year, leaving a balance of 15 maunds 
14 seers and 11 chhataks at the close of the year after deductions for 
shrinkage. 


221. Due to decrease in the stook and restricted import of charas 
from Hoshiarpur (Punjab) upto the extent of 5 seers and that too only 
once a month, the contracts for sale of Charas in the State could not 
be leased out. It was arranged to be sold through the Agency of 
Ganja and Bhang Contractors who are allowed to realize a commission 
of Rs. 10/- per seer over and above its price of Rs. 100/- per seer at whioh 
it is issued from the State godown. 

222. The stook of Charas at the beginning of the year was 20 
seers and ,14i- tolas. This added to the monthly imports from 
Hoshiarpur during the year amounted to 1 maund 13 seers and 15J 
chhataks and 2 tolas. Out. of this 1 tnaund 12 seers 5i ohhataks and 
10 rnashas was sold out from the State godowns, leaving a balance of 
17f seers at the close of the year after allowance for shrinkage etc. 

223. The profits from the sale of Ganja, Bhang and Charas 
amounted to Rs. 3,239/15/6 during the year under report. 
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Match Excise Duty 

224. The Kotah Match Factory was started on a monopoly basis 
of lease of 20 years from the 1st December, 1936, by Messrs Kailash 
Chandra Balchandra. In all, the Faotory worked for 195 days during 
the year under report and 659 boxes of matches of various brands were 
manufactured. 

225. During the year under report 32,949 gross and 7 dozens of 
Banderoles were used up leaving a stock of 903 gross 7 \ dozens at the 
end. 

226. The following duties were realized on an export of 23,600 
gross boxes of matches : —

Medical Department throughout the year, except. for;26 days when- he 
was out at Bombay with His Highness the Maharao Sahib Bahadur ;. 
During his absence Dr. Chheibehari Lai aoted for him. 

229. Medical Staff : — The only ohange in the personnel during 

the year was that Dr. XJmia Shankar was retired and Dr. Jai Praka&h 
was appointed in his place, and Dr. Kanwar Behari Lai’s servioe. was 
lent to Indergarh for a year more. . 

230. The total strength of the department, besides the State 
Surgeon, consisted of 2 male Assistant Surgeons, 1 Lady Assistant 
Surgeon, 20 male Sub-Assistant Surgeons, 1 Lady Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon, 32 male Compounders, 5 male Dressers, 1 female Dresser, 5 
Midwives and one Assistant Superintendent vaccination. 

23L. X-Pcm/: — Daring the year under report His Highness the 
Maharao Sahib Bahadur was graciously pleased to sanotion the purohase : 
of an X-Ray plant for the Kotah City Hospital at a cost of Rs. 20,000/* 
and the erection of a building for it estimated to cost nearly Rs. 4,600/-. 
Order for the plant was placed with Messrs Siemens (India) Ltd., 
Bombay, and Dr. Debi Prasad Shrivastava id. b,, b. s., was granted an 
allowance of Rs. 50/- p. m. for three months to learn X-Ray wOrk in 
the J. J. Hospital, Bombay. 

232. The diagnostic and therapeutio value of X-Ray is now too 
well-known to need any oomment. and the inauguration of X-Ray 
Department at the Kotah City Hospital is indeed a great boon from 
His Highness the Maharao Sahib Bahadur to his people. 

233. Building: — A sum of Rs. 5,265/- was sanctioned from the 
Public Works Department for improvement and repairs of various 
buildings under the department. 

234. Expenditure : — The total expenditure of the department was 
Ils. 1,15,756/7/9 as against Rs, 1,16,664/5/6 in the previous year. 

235. Rainfall A statement showing the rainfall in the State 
is given iu the Appendix XVI. The maximum and minimum falls were 
respectively 50". 84 cents at Aklera and 30". 49 cents at Sultanpur. 
The maximum temperature at Kotah during the year under report was 
114 on the I8tli May, 1937 and the 7th June, 1937, while the minimum 
was 39. 1® on the 4th January 1937.

243. Epidemic'. — There was no epidetnio during the year under 
report except a few sporadio oases of small-pox and influenza at Kotah 
proper and in the district, 

244. Sanitation The sanitation of the City and Mufassil was 
carried on the same lines as in previous year and many important 
improvements were made by the Kotah Municipality during the year 
under report. 

245. Vaccination: — Operation commenced on the 1st. October 
1936 and terminated on the 31st. March, 1937. The Chief Medical 
Officer and the Assistant Superintendent of Vacoination during the 
course of their respective tours inspected 2,443 and 18,308 ohildren from 
266 and 1 ,744 villages respectively, The average number of ohildren 
vaccinated successfully by -the vacoinators was 3,814 and the cost of 
vacoination per head was 43 . 90 pies. 

246. Jail Dispensary', — The health of the prisoners remained 
good throughout the year. 271 patients were admitted in the Jail 
Hospital. The daily average strength of the prisoners was 353.18 
with a daily average of 10.13 sick. One death from typhoid ocoured 
during the year under report. 

247. Anli-Mabic Centre i — Sub- Assistant Surgeon Abdul Wahid 
carried on the anti-rabio work throughout the year, 142 patients were 
treated. 


248. Insancs : — 11 new insanes were admitted to the Lunatic 
Asylum attaohed to the Central Jail, Kotah. Of the 11 new and 5 old 
oases 6 were cured, 4 were discharged and 6 remained at the close of 
the year. 

249. Dai Class:— Out of 8 dais receiving education in the dai 
olass 7 appeared in the examination, one having died during course of 
the year. Of these, 4 came out successful and were granted certificates. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

Education Department. 

250. Lala Daya Krishnaji m. a., ll, b., held charge of the depart- 
ment throughout the year. 

251. He was in camp for 23 days and inspected 45 schools in 13 
Nizamats besides spending 2 days in inspecting 2 schools at head- 
quarters. 

252. Lala Prem Bahadur h. sc., b. t., who was appointed Inspector 
of Schools, Western Circle last year was confirmed in his post with effect 
from the 14th March, 1937. Lala Raj Bahadur held charge of the 
Eastern Circle and Lala Gokul Prasad of the Southern Circle through- 
out the year except for 4 months and 9 days during which period he was 
ill. The Hindi City Schools were supervised by Pandit Umashankar, 
Head Master of the Lower Middle School, Kotah and the Model 
and Surajpole Schools by the Principal, Teachers Training College.

255. Number of the students at the close of the year was 12,298 
as compared with 11,521 in the previous year. 

256. The total expenditure on education during the year was 
Rs. 2,92,124/13/3 as agaiuet Rb. 2,76,000/3/9 in the preceding year. 
This works out @6.82 per month per head of the total population of 
6,85,804 souls and 9.44 per head per month for the total population of 
school going age calculated on 15% basis. 

257. The total number of Anglo-Vernacular sohools this year was 
5 against 4 iu the preceding year. The new school opened is the 
English Model sohool. 

258. The only changes in the staff of these institutions were that 
Mr. Shri Narayau B. So. Ag. was appointed Agriculture Teaoher in the 
Herbert College and Lala Raj Beharilal B. Sc. was transferred from 
the Herbert College to the English Model School, Kotah. 

259. The number of students reading, in the Anglo-Vernacular 
institutions during the year under report was 1,361 as against 1,343 in 
the previous year. 
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269. There were 5 general debates and 12 olass debates in tbe 
Herbert College. The number of suoh debates in the Baran High 
School was S and 2 respectively. 

270. The Lower Middle Sohool has a Kindergarten olass in which 
25 students were on roll during the year under report. 

271. Hindi Schools The total number of Hindi Schools at the 
end of the year was the same as at its beginning. The number of 
students in these schools was 9,347 as against 8,750 in the preceding 
year. The average daily attendance was 7,857 as against 7,328 in the 
preceding year. The highest increase in both the numbers of students 
and average daily attendance is shown by the Eastern Cirole under 
Lala Raj Bahadur Verma. Of the total number of students about 16% 
belonged to classes IV, V, VI & VII and the rest to the Lower classes. 
Of the total number of students 33.94% were cultivators and rest non* 
cultivators, 83. 31% were Hindus and the rest were non-Hindus. 218boys 
sat for the Vernacular Final Examination of whom 211 passed. This 
year as in the last 13 years oonseoutively Kotah secured the first place 
in Vernaoular Final Examination in the IT P., C. I. and Rajputana. 

272. Training Institutions: — The total number ofstudentB in the 
newly started Training College which has been provisionally recognised 
by the Board up to the Examination of 1938, was 10, of which 9 passed 
the Board’s Teachers’ Training Certificate Examination and 1 failed. 
From the Normal Sohool which consisted only of the 2nd year olass 1 1 
students sat for the Vernaoular Teachers’ Certificate Examination and 
all passed, except one. 

273. Aided Schools : — There were 9 aided schools as against 8 in 
the preceding year. Of these one is a Sanskrit Pathshala whioh teaobes 
Sanskrit literature. Grammar and Philosophy upto the Shastri standard. 
The number of students enrolled in these sohools was 385. From the 
Vithalnath Pathshala 89 students sat for various examinations and 21 
came out successful. 

274. The number of students on roll in the four recognized un- 
aided sohools was 62 as against 67 in the previous year. 

275. Female Education '. — The number of State Girls’ Sohools was 
the same as that of the last year i.e. 9. 

276. The number of girls on roll in Shri Maharaniji Sahiba’s 
Girls’ Sohool, the only Anglo-Vernaoular Girls’ Sohool in the State was 
260 as against 256, while the number of girls reading in Vernacular 
Schools was 817 as against 794 in the preceding year. Besides these 
44 1 girls read in various boys’ sohools. Thus the total number of girl 
Btudents was 1,254 as against 1,270 of the last year. 
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278. This year 7 girls appeared from Shri Maharaniji Sahiba’s 
Girls Sohool in the Anglo-Vernacular Middle Examination and they 
all passed — 2 in the first division with distinction in mathematics and 
standing 13th and 14th on the list in order of merit and the remaining 
five in the second division. Thus the result was 100% as is usual in 
this school for the last 5 years. Three girls appeared from the girls 
school Baran, at the Vernacular Lower Middle Examination of the 
U. P. and they all passed. 

278. There was only one recognized unaided school for girls at 
which 83 girls received education. From this school 10 girls were sent 
up for . the Vernacular Lower Middle Examination of the U. P. of 
whom 7 passed, 

279. Boarding Houses : — The number of Boarding Houses at the 
end of the year was the same as in the preceding year and the number 
of boarders was 518. 

280. Scholarships: — 228 students received scholarships during the 
year out of a budget grant of Rs. 16,840/- 

281. Libraries: — 1,401 books of the value ol Rs. 1,375/9/6 were 
purchased during the year for the various sohool libraries which con- 
tained 15,503 books at the end of the year under report. Of these 5,803 
books were issued to students and 2,544 to teachers. 

282. Two more technical scholarships were granted this year one 
to Ramswarup for study of Mechanical Engineering at Baroda and the 
other to Prern Chand for study of medicine at Indore. Thus the 
number of technical and professional scholarship holders at the end of 
the year was 10 i.e. 5 in medicine, 1 in military, 2 in engineering and 2 
in research work. 

283. Phycial Training : — A sum of Rs. 1,115/9/6 was spent on 
physical training in various institutions. 

284. The Triennial sports of Educational Department were held 
from the 26th December, 1936 and were joined in by students from all 
over the State. Hockey, Football and Volley ball tournaments were 
held on the grounds of the Herbert College from the 12th December 
to 19th December 1936. 

' 285, First Aid to the injured: — Weekly classes in First Aid to 
injured were conducted in the Herbert College and several other schools. 
The course taught was one prescribed by St. John Ambulance 
Association of India. 294 students sat for its various examinations 
and 160 passed. Teaohing of Hygiene is oompulsory in all schools. 
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Besides, a teacher was deputed to deliver inagio lantern leotures on the 
subject. He toured about and delivered 127 leotures which were well 
attended and admired, 

286. Scouting : — Mr. B. D. Batta aoted as Scout Commissioner 
for the State. The number of Scout Rovers and Wolf Cubs in various 
institutions was 695 and 220 respectively as against 635 and 2 77 in 
the preceding year. A party of Scouts headed by Mr. B. D. Batta 
participated in the Soout Mela at Lucknow, where the Kotah Camp was 
found to be very neat and clean and the Inspector awarded 2nd prize 
in the shape of a Red Ribbou to the Kotah Party. The Scouts did 
good work at the Dashera Fair at Kotah and the Dol Yatra Fair at 
Baran. 

287. Special Classes : — The number of students reading in the 
Junior and Seuior Special classes was 52 as against 44 in the preceding 
year. Of these students, 43 came out successful in the Animal Exami- 
nation. 

288. Mayo College : — The number of Kotah boys in the Mayo 
College, Ajuier, at the close of the last year was 14. Kan war Jai 
Indra Singhji of Sarthal was admitted during the year. Thus the 
number of students there at the end of the year under report was 15. 

1. Ap Amar Singhji of Koeia passed his final Higher Diploma 
4th year Examination in the 2nd Division. He is reported to be 
intelligent and hard working. 

2. Thakur Jaswant Singhji of Gainta passed his Higher Diploma 
4th year Examination in the 2nd division standing 1st in his class. 
He is reported to be intelligent and well behaved. 

3. Kauwar Kishan Singhji of Kuuadi passed his final Higher 
Diploma 4th year Examination in the 2nd division. He is reported to 
be keen and steady worker. 

4. Kanwar Gopal Singhji of Kunadi passed his final Higher 
Diploma 3rd year Examination. He is good and hard working iu bis 
studies and the first winner of the Viceroy’s medal for all-roand best 
student of tbe college seotion. 

5. Kanwar Laohhman Singhji of Kunadi passed his Diploma 
Examination in the 2nd division. He is an intelligent student, the 
house-captain of the Kotah House and an all-round athlete. 

6. Kanwar Gulab Singhji of Kunadi failed in Science but secured 
promotion to diploma class. 
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7. Thakur Girwar Singhji of Karwar passed in all subjects and 
was promoted to diploma class, 

8. Kanwar Hamir Singhji of Kunadi gob promotion from the 3rd 
to the 2nd class. He is reported to be a quiet boy. 

9. Maharaja Keshava. Singhji got promotion from 6th to 5th olass. 
He is slow in his studies. 

10. Kanwar Sheoraj Singhji of Kunadi was promoted from 7th to 
6th class, got full maikes in arithmetic and got three prizes. 

11. Kanwar Rishiraj Singhji of Kunadi was promoted from 7th 
to 6th class. 

12. Kanwar Lakhpat Singhji of Kunadi was promoted from 7th 
to 6th class. 

13. Maharaja Tej Singhji of Gainta failed in his last higher 
diploma 4th year examination. 

14. Kanwar Dashrath Singhji of Kunadi failed in his last diploma 
4th year examination. 

15. Kanwar Jaindra Singhji of Sarthal failed in arithmatic and 
in aggregate and was conditionally promoted from 7th to 6th class.

CHAPTER VIII. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Kotriyat Department, 

289. Till March 1937 this department was under the Home 
Department, but after the sad death of Pandit Purshottam Raoji, 
Hakim Home, the Home Department was abolished and the departments 
under it were put direct under Mahakma Khas. Babu Abdul Wahabji, 
the Abu Vakil, who was appointed Hakim Kotriyat, took charge of the 
Kotriyat on the 29tlx Maroh, 1937, and sinoe then he has held the 
charge. Babu Lai Beharilal continues to be the Assistant Hakim 
Kotriyat. The following is the brief acoount of the Kotris : — 

290. Indergarh : — This Kotri is administered by Maharaja Sumer 
Singbji with the help of a Kamdar. It owes a debt of Rs. 1,25,166/2/9 
to the State. 

291. Khaloli : — This Thikana is managed by Maharaj Balbir Singh 
ji with the help of a Kamdar, Its affairs are reported to be satisfactory. 

292. Antarda : — This Thikana is managed by Maharaj Sangram 
Singbji and owes a debt of Rs. 39,740/1/9 to the State. 

293. Balican : — Maharaj Pratap Singbji having mismanaged the 
Thikana, it was put under the Court of Wards during the year. It 
owes to the State a debt of Rs. 96,441/12/-. 

294. Pusod : — The Thikana is managed by Thakur Jagat Singhji. 
It owes a debt of Rs. 7 9,015/8/6 to the State. The Hakim Kotriyat 
reports that the fief is not well managed and complaints about its 
maladministration frequently come to him. 

295. Gnxnta : — The administration of this Thikana was carried 
on under the supervision of the Kotriyat Department till the 1st of 
April, 1937 when Maharaj Tejraj Singhji after the completion of his 
education at the Mayo College was permitted to manage it himself. 
It owes a debt of Rs. 65,691/6/- to the State and the Hakim Kotriyat 
reports that the young Sardar has neither appointed any oapable 
Kamdar nor has he himself worked with interest and zeal which was 
expected of him. 

296. Pipalda : — The Thikana is managed by Thakur Gulab 
Singbji who was permitted to do it on trial for three years. He is 
assisted by a Kamdar, but is not taking sufficient interest in the work. 
He has been allowed to conduct the management for a year more on trial. 
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297. Kamvar : — The Sardar of the Thikana Tkakur Girwar 
SiDghji is receiving eduoation afc Mayo College, Ajmer and doing well. 
The Kotri is managed by the Court-of- Wards. It owes a debt of 
Ks. 91,000/- to this State. 


State Gardens. 

298. Babu Baimukaudji Gupta b. a held the post of Superinten- 
dent Gardens throughout the year except for a period of 15 days only, 
in the month of April, 1937, when he proceeded on leave and Mr. Mazhar 
Ali, Superintendent Nao-Ghat acted for him 

299. The Supply of water in the Chhatar Bilas Tank ran short as 
usual about the 15th April, ly37 and the scarcity of water in the 
Gardens was felt for over two months upto the 21st June. The deepen- 
ing of the tank could not be undertaken this year as the operations in 
this connection were started too late. 

300. The total rainfall measured in the State Gardens was 38.25 
inches as against 19.75 inches of the last year. 

301. Owing to the presence of tortoises the lotus plants entirely 
disappeared from the lotus tank. To avoid this situation 134 tortoises 
were caught in 3 days, during the previous summer season and transferred 
to the Chambal river. 


302. The income from the State Gardens was Rs. 8,341/- against 
Rs. 7225/- during the previous year. The respective expenditure being 
Rs. 31,920/- and Rs. 31,942/-.

303, In the Zoo maintained in the gardens there were in all 8 
animals at the commencement of the year which increased to 13 at its 
close. The details are noted below : —
